The crossing was so rough that

The correspondents

established some sort of record for 
stunts of this sort. Many of them 
made the crossing 
without

pants. Because the surf was so 
heavy thay had taken 
off their 
trousers and waded out to the 
boats. Then water splashed

Pierre's swim was part of a 
stunt for "Truth or Consequences," 
a radio program familiar to list- 
eners in the United States.

Steel And Coal 
Strikes Continue 
Without Letup 


Nationwide Rail 
Strike Is Added 
Labor Threat

The steel and coal strikes con- 
:inued today and the prospect was 
for more widespread idleness this 
week. 


John L. Lewis planned to go 
Sack to the bargaining table with 
operators Wednesday on behalf of 
his 380,000 striking soft coal dig- 
gers. 


But there was no move toward 
settling the strike of 454,000 CIO 
Steelworkers. The two strikes have 
actually cut off pay checks 
for 
more than 1,000,000 workers 
In- 
cluding those laid off thus far in 
businesses dependent on coal and 
steel. 


Contracts between the steelwork- 
ers and fabricating plants 
begin 
expiring Saturday, and the union's 
President,' Philip Murray, has de- 
clared he wants these workers to 
have the free pension and insur- 
ance for which the other Steelwork- 
ers are striking. This apparently 
means there'll be more plant shut- 
downs and more picket lines. 


Oct. 17 is a-deadline for 
steel- 
workers at the aluminum company 
of America where 20,000 of them 
have voted to strike if they don't 
get the company-paid pensions, in- 
surance and a wage boost, 
Leaders of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men who have threatened a na- 
tion-wide strike which could tie up 
all real traffic, plan to meet with 
carriers to talk it over. 
The firemen want the railroads 
to hire extra firemen In multiple 
unit Diesel locomotives. The rail- 
roads say it isn't necessary and 
such practice would be rank "fea- 
therbeddlng." 
David B. Robertson, president 


of the union said "an agreement 
may be reached Tuesday to avert 
a nationwide strike." 
Union officials say that before 
a strike is called there would be 
a new poll of the union's 110,000 
membership. The union once be- 
fore authorized a strike, necessi- 
tating review of their demands by 
a presidential'fact-finding commit- 
tee. The committee declared the 
third Diesel crew member wasn't 
needed. This finding .has been re- 
jected by the union.

BUMPER TEXAS CROP 
OF COTTON FORSEEN 
IN U.S. ESTIMATE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.- t/P>— 


A bumper Texas cotton crop of 6,- 
500,000 bales was predicted by the 
U, S. department of agriculture 
today. 


However, the department'* esti- 
mate was based on Ot. 1 ondl- 
tlons, 
Since then a hurricane, 
heavy rains, winds and high water 
have hurt the crop. 
For the nation as a whole a 
crop of 15,446,000 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight was predict- 
ed. This Is 603,000 bales more than 
the 14,943,000 bales forecast 
a 
month ago and is well above both 
the 1048 crop (14,888,000 bales) 
and the ten-year average of 11,- 
306,000 hies for years 1038-1047. 
The department said the Texas 
crop was 93 percent of normal on 
Oct. 1 and would run 256 pounds 
to the acre. 
The crop apparently Is large 
enough to require the government 
to propose rigid marketing quo- 
tas on I960 production to prevent 
a 
top-heavy 
surplus. 
Quotas 


would have to be approved by at 
least two-thirds of the growers 
voting In a referendum. 


A decision on quotas must be 
made by Secretary Brannan by 
Oct. 15. A referendum, If ordered, 


probably would be held by Dec. 10 
In an accompanying report, the 
census bureau said 5,308,240 bales 
of this year's crop had been gin 
ned prior to Oct. 1. This compar 
ed with 8,305,456 bales ginned tc 
the same date last year and 3, 
907,801 the year berore that. 


The yield of lint cotton to th< 
acre averaged 286.2 pounds com 
pared with 313,1 last year and 254 
for the ten-eyar average, 
The condition of the crop on 
Oct. 1 was reported at 74 percen 
of normal oompared with 82 a 
year ago and 71 for the ten-year 
average. 


Production of Amerlcan-Egyp 
tlan cotton was put at 5,200 bales 
compared with 8,600 last year am 
29,600 for the ten-year average.

Steel Strike Is 
Layoff Cause At 
Plants In Orange 


ORANGE, Oct. 10.— UP)— Orange 
began to feel the pinch of the 
steel strike today as two. companies , 
employing a total of about 1,000 
workmen, halved their 
working 
hours. 
Both attributed the outback In 
production to a steel shortage re- 
sulting from a nationwide walkout 
of the CIO Steelworkers Union. 
One of the companies, the Con- 
solidated Western Steel Corp., a 
U. S. Steel subsidiary, has a steel 
fabricating plant employing about 
500 production workers here. The 
local subsidiary Is not Involved in 
the strike. It is operating under a 
contract with the ALF Shopmen'* 
local union here. 
The other firm 
is 
LevlngstonA 
Shipbuilding Co., which also -ha*^ 
about 600 production workers, and 
also has a contract with the AFL, 
local. 


Beginning today, the companies 
announced Consolidated production 
workmen will be employed three 
days a week instead of six, Lev- 
Ingston employes will work alter* 
nate weeks. Each will have half 1U 
force at work at all times. Bach 
company said It could continue on 
this basis for about 30 days, after 
which it would have to shut down 
completely if the steel strike con- 
tinue*, 
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RURAL TELEPHONES

It will play on the ideals 


and ideas of men," he asserted.

courage people to remove as ma- 
ny fish as possible. 


"4—I do not believe It Is advis- 


able, at present, to stock any sort 
of fish in the lake."
